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GENERAL INFORMATION ON ORDERING 


We ship out only strong started plants with good 
roots. Larger sizes on special order only and 
then by express collect. We do not sell cuttings of 
any kind. Our plants are husky pot plants, lots of 
roots and ready to grow fast. They are ready for 
the flower bed outside or 4” pots inside. Each 
plant is shipped with a small ball of dirt whenever 
possible. Upon arrival they should be potted im- 
mediately, watered thoroughly and placed in a light 
shady window for two or three days to recover 
from the shock of travel. 


Please specify 3 or 4 substitutions as many vari- 
eties are always in propagating beds and may not 
be ready for shipment when your order arrives. 
We may delay shipment for three or four weeks in 
order to give you stronger plants but we will notify 
you immediately and advise you when shipment will 
be made. We can always arrange to rush a ship- 
ment if you need it for special occasions. 


We cannot accept an order for less than $2.00 on 
account of excessive handling charges. 


All shipments will go forward by parcel post pre- 

paid with the exception of Organic Compost Potting 
Soil. Include at least 25¢ for postage and handling 
on this item. It cannot be es at to distant points 
beyond the third zone. 


Order as early as you can. Specify shipping date. 
We will hold shipment until you are ready. The 
extra time you give us in planning for your ship- 
ment will result in better established plants for 
you. We will reserve the plants for you when your 
order is received, 


Listed in this circular are brief descriptions of 
each variety. It should be understood that many 
factors influence Geraniums including soil and 
weather conditions. This might effect the size and 
the coloring of the flowers. The first flower ona 
small plant does not represent the variety proper- 
ly either in size or color. Don’t judge them until 
they are grown up. 


All plants are carefully labeled on the individual 
wrapper with a number. Checking sheet and plant- 
ing instructions are enclosed with each order. 


All plants shipped to you are about the same age. 
Fast growing varieties are large. Slow growing 
varieties are smaller and dwarf varieties are 
sometimes only two inches high when shipped.

An exquisite shade or large salmon 
flowers. This is a favorite plant where 
ever shown and is a very free bloomer.

An extra fine semi-doubie scarlet red.

RED POINSETTIA 

Beautiful deep red double flower with 
narrow, rolled and twisted petals. Each 
flower resembles a miniature cactus type 
Dahlia flower. Each flower also closely 
resembles a tiny Christmas Poinsettia 
bloom. Sometimes called “Raggety Ann”. 
Very different from regular Geranium 
blooms. Plant very compact and free 
blooming. It is a “MUST” for every

CARNATION 

In this Geranium the margins of the 

petals are toothed, resembling small 
Carnations or Sweet Williams. Each 

flower is a bright salmon. Flowers are 
single but grow in good size clusters. 

It is a very bushy plant and very inter- 
estingly different. Flowers freely all

LITTLE DARLING 

This is a dwarf type Geranium with single 
rose-pink flowers with a white center. 

Very seldom grows to more than 12” in 
heighth. Very light green, scalloped leaf.

This most 
popular rose pink of very graceful trailing 
habits is ideal for hanging pots.

A very attractive flower of lilac coloring 
with the upper petals of maroon. This 

plant has splendid habits and is easily

LADY WASHINGTON OR DOMESTICIUM 


These are by far the most beautiful of all the 
Pelargonium family to which all Geraniums belong. 
Plants properly tended will grow to be two feet tall 


and very bushy in a season, covered during the 
summer with quantities of magnificient velvet- 
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textured flowers from three to four inches across. 
They remind one of hugh swiss pansies. Individual 
flowers are usually single and made up of five 


large petals like a pansy. They should be grown 
in a temperature-of not over 60 degrees and are 
splendid for shady nooks in your sun porch or in 


your garden. The flowers are long lasting and 
make beautiful boquets and corsages.

MARIE, ROBER 


A large flowering spectacular variety with 


dark magenta shading to black flowers. 
A very popular variety and probably the 
darkest of all. 


SUE JARRETT 

Unusually large flowers with the lower 
petals veined and spotted dark maroon. 
The upper petals are shaded from rose 
to salmon pink. A good bedding and pot 
plant variety with bushy growth. 


HAILE SELASSI 

A beautiful dark rose and violet pansy 
type with a light center. Dark blotches 
appear on the lower petals. A very rich 
velvety flower you must have. 


CARMEN QUEEN 

A very vivid carmen red. Large glowing 
flowers with two dark blotches on the 
lower petals. A compact, bushy plant. 
Highly recommended as a free bloomer 
in cool locations. 
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LADY WASHINGTON OR DOMESTICIUM (Cont’d) 
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EASTER GREETINGS 


One of the earliest to bloom in the spring. 


Flowers are a very soft cerise-pink with 
black markings toward the center of each 


petal. One of the older standard varieties 


noted for its free blooming qualities. 


EDITH NORTH 

Color salmon pink, shaded deeper on the 
upper petals, dark brown blotches. It is 
a very vigorous tall grower, and it holds 
its trusses of large flowers well above 
the foliage. 


AZALEA 

Large clusters of large flowers. A 
bright rosy-red with the upper petals 
marked crimson and the lower petals 

of rose-pink. A favorite low bushy plant 
of free flowering habits. 


MRS. LAYAL 

This is one of the Original Martha Wash- 
ington type pansy Geraniums. It makes 
an excellent pot plant of short compact 
growth with many small purple, rose and 
white blended flowers. 


SPRING TIME 

A very popular ruffled flower of dainty 
pink with a white throat, and border. 
One of the earliest to bloom. 


GERMAN GLORY 

Large clusters of amaranth pink flowers. 
The upper petals have veins and spots 

of violet. Robust growth and a splendidly 
shaped plant. Resembles an orchid. 
Very good for corsages. 


SANTA MONICA 
Very large flowers of a true soft delicate 


pink. The upper petals each have a bright 


red mark. A very free bloomer and one 
of the earliest. 


SALMON SPRINGTIME 

The color is a beautiful salmon rose- 
pink, much darker than its parent 
“Springtime”. An excellent early variety. 


MARIE VOGEL 

Very large flowers slightly ruffled. 
Bright red shaded with salmon, with 
dark brown blotches on the upper petals. 
One of the very best free bloomers and 
very early. 


PINK VOGEL 

Same habits as Marie Vogel, but the 
very large flowers are of a beautiful 
shrimp ptnk with two red blotches on 
the upper petals. 
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LADY WASHINGTON OR DOMESTICIUM (Cont'd) 
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ORCHID EDITH NORTH 

An orchid pink sport of Edith North. 
Darker blotches on the two upper petals. 
Strong, upright healthy grower and an 
early bloomer. 


LUCY BECKER 

A beautiful lavender pink with the top 
two petals heavily veined with velvety 
crimson lines. Large ruffled flowers. 
Very refined. A very compact plant 
that blooms early and late. 


PROF. CORRENS 

A bright clean cherry red with two large 
black dots on the lower petals. Petals 
of each flower are fluted. Large flowers 
held high on a very bushy plant. A 
striking corsage or boquet. 


ANDENKONAN MOSLOW 


Very large dark royal purple pansy 


type flower. Each petal has a darker 
center. An aristocrat that must be seen 
to be appreciated. 


MACKENSEN 
Large flowers of rose-pink with upper 
petals veined and crimson-marked. 


The lower petals are crimson and orange- 


marked, The large clusters of large 
flowers are carried high above a very 
shapely plant. 


GERALDINE 

A bright clear pink on a white center. 
The upper petals are blotched. Very 
large slightly ruffled flowers. Excellent 
for pot culture. A spreading medium 
plant with large foliage. 


LUCY ANNE LESLIE 

A large beautifully ruffled flower ofa 
deep pink. Each upper petal is veined 
red from its base to the crimson center 
spot. This is one of the popular varieties 
much in demand for corsages. The large 


flowers resemble orchids when clustered. . 


DARK ORIENTAL 

A very interesting dark oriental com- 
bination of purple and Magenta. A 
heavy, striking color combination. 
Reminds one of a beautiful Chinese robe. 
A very attractive exhibition pot plant. 


MRS. MARY BARD 

A snow white pelargonium with very fine 
cerise markings at the base of each 
petal. One of the most popular. Very 
large foliage on shapely plants. Ideal 
for pot culture. Growing dark oriental 
and Mrs. Bard near each other makes 

a magnificent contrasting display. 
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LADY WASHINGTON OR DOMESTICIUM (Cont'd) 


84. GRANDMA FISHER 
This is one of the very fine imported 
varieties from a famous breeder. 
Flowers are very large and early and 
are beautifully waved around the edges 
of the petals. The color is salmon, 
penciled and marked with dark brown 
blotches. A splendid exhibition pot 
variety for every collection. ie, 


SCENTED LEAF VARIETIES 


In these odd and very interesting Geraniums the 
leaves are sweet scented. On most of them except 
where noted the flowers are small and insignificent. 
They are indeed the “flower of a century” because 
over a hundred years ago Grandmothers used rose 
Geranium leaves at the bottom of each glass of 
apple jelly to give it an intriguing flavor. A sprig 
of lemon Geranium is “just the thing” to float in a 
finger bowl. Many a linen drawer has its jar of 
fragrant potpourri to give a refreshing aroma to 
bed linens and clothing. Make your own particular 
blend. It is easily prepared by carefully drying the 
leaves of a dozen varieties of these aromatic spicy 
scented Geranium leaves. Most all of the varieties 
emit a spicy odor when the leaves are bruised very 
slightly between the fingers. You “must” have 
some in your collection. 


101. OAK LEAF 
A pungent scent of the oak forest. The 
leaves are bold and round-lobed of rough 
texture. Shaped exactly like the Giant 
oak leaf of the forest. Each leaf has a 
wide purple marking through the center. 
A very striking variety with very small 
lavender flowers. .50 


102. TOMENTOSA 
Large soft velvety leaves, the shape of 
grape leaves. A true refreshing pep- 
permint scent. Very highly scented. 
Tiny white flowers with purple veinings. .50 


103. OLD FASHIONED ROSE 
A deeply cut heart-shaped leaf. Leaves 
very fragrant rose with a slight lemon 
scent. This variety was formerly used 
to make an imitation “oil of roses". A 
vigorous plant with small orchid flowers. 
This is the variety used for flavoring 
and the base of all potpourri. You 
should have several. Bee 


104. PINE SCENTED 
A very clean refreshing pine scented 
leaf. The leaves are small three-lobed 
and crinkled. The plant is compact and 
is covered during the summer with sprays 
of tiny white flowers with red spots on the 
upper petals. An envelope of dried leaves 
of this variety is very refreshing ina 
drawer of bed linen. .60 
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SCENTED LEAF VARIETIES (Cont'd) 


FINGER BOWL GERANIUM 

A strong lemon scent. Very refreshing. 
Very small leaves that are attached 
directly to the stalk with no stem be- 
tween. Each leaf is curled and fluted 
and of a bright crisp green. It is a tall 
plant resembling a miniature evergreen 
with small pale lavender flowers. 


NUTMEG 

A very pleasing odor similar to its name. 
The leaves are small, slightly lobed, 
round, gray and crinkled. The flowers 
are very tiny white ones with a touch of 
red on the upper petals. The dried 
leaves of this variety add a very deli- 
cate aroma to any mixture of potpourri. 
This is a very good one and a “must” 

for the collection. 


APRICOT 

The leaves of this variety are dark, 
glossy and rather pointed. They are 
deeply toothed and irregular. The odor 
is very pungent and fruity. This variety 
carries large and very lovely brilliant 
rose flowers with darker pencilings. 
Very good. 


CAMPHOR ROSE 

An intriguing combination of rose and 
camphor. Leaves are five lobed and 
daintily cut and toothed. A tall growing 
and yet compact plant. The flowers 
resemble lavender wood violets with 
ragged edges. 


CLORINDA 

A pleasingly pungent eucalyptus scented 
variety with rather large three lobed 
crenate leaves. A very compact plant. - 
This scented Geranium has the largest 
and most beautiful flowers of all this 
class. They are brilliant cerise flushed 
with orange. This is very good for 
dried leaf perfume. 


COCOANUT 

A small smooth dark leaf with a very 
good scent of freshly opened cocoanut. 
The plant is rather small and compact, 
and is literally covered in the summer 
with the tiniest of magenta flowers in 
clusters. 


LIME SCENTED 

Small, smooth, dark green sharply 
toothed leaves with gray “frosted” 
stems.

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SCENTED LEAF VARIETIES (Cont'd) 


PRINCE OF ORANGE 

A compact and very showy plant with 
rather small crenate leaves. This plant 
grows quite large and has pale orchid 
flowers with a large maroon stripe on 
each upper petal. The leaves when 
crushed are a combination fragrance of 
orange blossoms and fresh fruit. 


APPLE SCENTED 

This scent is of the apple fruit and 
not the apple flower. The aroma ofa 
fresh apple could not be sweeter. 
Crisp, light green oval leaves witha 
heavy velvety feeling. A compact 
plant with vine like flower branches 
and tiny white flowers. This is a 
collectors “must”. 


LITTLE GEM 

A pungent odor of evergreen branches. 
A three lobed leaf with many fine divi- 
sions, light green. Compact low growing 
plant. A free flowering variety of laven- 
der rose, upper petals spotted deeper 
and veined purple. A very attractive 
plant and a very different scent that 
should be in every collection. 


PREV POL. 

A nutty aroma of almonds and walnuts. 
A very pretty plant that grows in com- 
pact mounds. Medium size leaves 
sharply toothed with five lobes. Very 
rarely does this attractive plant show 
its lovely pink, maroon spotted flower, 
but it is still the perfect little 
collectors item. 


SCHOTTESHAM PET 

Another very nutty scented variety with 
the aroma of filberts. The leaves are 
five lobed, rather pointed and of a light 
green color and are carried on frosty, 
hairy stems. The beautiful foliage and 
small bright rosy flowers make this a 
very attractive plant for any collection. 


GINGER SCENTED 

A pungent spicy ginger scent. Large 
light green'round leaves with a toothed 
edge, held high on gray “frosted” stems. 
The flowers are very showy and of a 
lavender rose. 

MAPLE LEAF 

This is another very pungent spicy 
scented variety which is a “must” for 
all potpourri mixtures of dried leaves. 
The leaves are handsome and resemble 
those of the maple shade tree, deeply 
five lobed and light green. This plant 
makes a beautiful exhibition pot variety. 
Lavender flowers arrow-shaped, car- 
mine markings on the upper petals. 
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SCENTED LEAF VARIETIES (Cont'd) 


PRINCE RUPERT ‘“* VARIEGATED” 
A very pleasant lemon scent. The leaves 


are small and smooth but each has a very 


definite yellow edge. Flowers lavender 
with the upper petals streaked with car- 
mine. A fine handsome pot plant with 
both a delightful scent and variegated 
foliage. 


P. CRISPUM 

A marvelous lemon rose scent. Small 
curled and fluted leaves, crisp green 
with long petiole. A tall narrow plant 
with pale lavender flowers. 


DR. LIVINGSTON 

This variety is also called SKELETON 
ROSE. It is a beautiful plant with fairly 
large seven lobed finely cut leaf. It is 
a vigorous growing plant. It has laven- 
der flowers with two purple spots on 
each upper petal. It is very pungent 
with a combination of lemon and rose. 
A large plant looks something like a 
fern. 


ROBER'S LEMON ROSE 

The leaves of this fine plant are just 
the opposite from SKELETON ROSE 
inasmuch as they are heavy and very 
irregularly lobed. They remind you 
more of an oak leaf. It has medium 
sized lavender flowers with tiny brush 
marks along the upper petals. The plant 
is very compact and the foliage very 
dark green. A very spicy pleasing leaf 
fragrance of lemon, orange, lime and 
rose. 
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VARIEGATED OR FANCY LEAVED GERANIUMS 


Most fancy leaved varieties color up best in a well 
drained soil with a fairly even amount of soil mois- 
ture. They should be displayed ina sunny window. 
Give each variety as much sun as it will stand 
without bleaching or burning the leaves. The size 
and coloring of the leaves vary considerable ina 
given variety. The new leaves are the most color- 
ful and they are usually their best in a cool room. 
They are beautiful throughout the entire year, 
whether they bloom or not. In fact they are better 
when out of bloom because some times the flower 
color clashes with the beautiful coloring of the 
leaves. 


131, HAPPY THOUGHT 
The typical leaf is very light green with 
a large irregular golden center sur- 
rounded by a deep olive ring. It is often 
called “Yellow Butterfly” because the 
yellow blotch in the center of the leaf 
resembles closely the large yellow sum- 
mer butterfly. A vigorous upright 
grower with small single bright cerise- 
red flowers. It grows well and seems 
happy with any location and little care. .60 


132. MADAME SALLERON 
Small crinkly leaves the size of a sil- 
ver dime of a silvery green. Each leaf 
has a wide snow white border like a tiny 
bit of ruffled lace. To us this is the 
perfect little lady of all Geraniums. The 
plant is very compact. It grows slowly 
and is almost in the dwarf class. A 
year old plant will not be over 12 inches 
high and will have at least 200 leaves 
closely nestled against each other. Only 
rarely does it produce a small single 
pink flower. It “must” be in your 
collection. .60 


133. MISS BURDETTE COUTTS 

The finest silver tri-color and one of 
the most outstanding of all the fancy- 
leaved Geraniums. Two toned green 
center encircled by a colorful irreg- 
ular band of ripe olive, red and green, 
in sectional splaches, all of this sur- 
rounded by a creamy yellow or white 
gold border. Low, slow, bushy growth, 
excellent for pot culture. Small single 
light red flowers. An absolute “must” 
in every collection.

134. MRS. LANGUTH 
Silvery green leaves bordered with white 
with a faint horse shoe zone of dark 
coloring.

DISTINCTION 

The leaf of this plant reminds you ofa 

small Gooseberry leaf. It is round, 

ruffled and light green with a sharply 

toothed edge. On each leaf is a very 

clear cut narrow dark reddish brown 

ring. This zone encircles the leaf very 

near the edge. A very strong growing 

plant with small rosy red flowers. .60 


MOUNTAIN OF SNOW
